Dr. Nicholson was the fir-çt 
Regi.qrar of McGill. He -was 
appointed to office in 1902 
wiien the registrarship was 
taken from ilie secretary and 
bursarship and assigned to one 
man.

Jle then laughl school for four 
year.s in lii.s native province and en- 
tered McGill in 3SS3, KUduating four 
years later with first class honors in 
Jinglish and history and also obtain- 
ing a special prize in English lan- 
guage and literature.

U))Oii graduation he was appointed 
secoml master at Jtoyal Arthur 
School of this city and after three 
years teaching experience In Mont- 
real became superintendent of edu- 
cation for Prince ICdward Island. He 
held this post for two .vcars and was 
liicii aiipoiiiUil iiriiicipai of tlio \Vo.-,t- 
mouiit Acadciii;. occupying this poi^i- 
tlon for ten years until 1902. 

Although the nature of his duties 
did not bring iiim into close contact 
with the .students yet Sir. Nicholson 
is an authority on ll.s history of .Mc- 
Gill liavliig been a<;(jii;iiiilcd at one 
lliae or .'mother ullh incest of the out- 
HtaiuliiiK nicnibcra of the staff for 
the last i8 years.

For the past sovcral y^ars 
there has .ihvays been a. for grenier 
number ot .ipplicnnts for residence 
than could possibly bo acconiodated. 
An altrmpt was made to remedy thl.i 
hy tlip opening of two annexes, one on 
rnivpi-pity Ktrept in 1325 and another 
on the corner of Sherbrooke and 
Shuter streets in l»;s. However, in 
view of the ever increasing number ot 
applications, last year It was decided 
to erect a new wing. It will he com- 
pleted in June at an approximate cost 
of 390,000 dollars. 

Include Chapel 

The new Divinity Hall Is being built 
I'.v the Diocesan and United Theolo- 
gical colleges. This three-storied struc- 
ture, which will include a cliapel, will 
be completed next year. Tlic chapel 
will be of pood size and will be used 
for special services. It will have two 
stained glass, windows, donated by 
friends. 

The first floor will consist of lec- 
ture rooms. Besides the chapel on the 
second floor, a large library of theolo- 
p; -al books is planned. 'J'he greater 
part of the third floor will bo an as- 
sembly hall, which will bo used on 
Important occasions as well as for 
social evenings. 

The heating system has been ex- 
tended to the new structures and to 
the main K.\'.C. buil.Jiiif.-. it lia.s .-iLso 
been improved in the other buildings. 
To avoid a possible breakage, the con- 
duit to the Medical J3ullding has been 
removed. Steam from the exhausts of 
the generators is transmitted to the 
vaiious buildings in pipes through un 
derground conduits.

Advises Repairs in 

Empire Fabric

ANOTHER LAP 

FOR well over a hundred yoar? now this 
first day of October ha.* found y\c- 
GiW students assembling for another year 
of -work. Many of ihcm tliovo bo who 
know McGill and have Iwen acquainted 
with her ways and customs for several 
yoar.«; other.* outer hor gate.* for the first 
time. To all, the Daily, on this first day 
of a new term, extends greetings and best 
wishes for a happy and successful year. 
Since the first gathering of students 
in this place more than a hundred au- 
i^^Jjimns have rolled by ar.d c.-^ch one has 
ÉjBsrought with it some change or some 
p-^ght difference to be commented upon, 
accepted as an integral p.^irt of the univer- 
^ty and forgotten. The present fall is 
not without its share of these alterations. 
In the few short month? since the gradu- 
ation procession filed down the drive-way 
tTvo new buildings have appeared on the 
-campus, new professor? have been called 
from afar to guide the course of studies, 
ajid others long identified with adminis- 
tration and reaching, have retired from 
active service — enough, perhaps, to mark 
1930 as an epochal year in our history. 

The new addition lo the Eoyal Victoria 
College and the new Divinit>- Hall, while 
not yet complete, represent an outlay of 
considerably over half a million dollars. 
The need for both has been acutely felt 
for several years and their final con- 
i,truction opens new fields of usefulness. 

Those returning to the faculty of Arts 
wall -find a new department offering 
courses in Chinese Studies. Dr. Kiang 
Kang-hu, iniernationally known as an au- 
thorit}- on Chinese culture, has been call- 
ed upon to head the new course and with 
the aid of the Gest Chinese Library and 
its staff he expects to establish here one 
of the world's leading centres for the 
study of things Chinese, 

But if; we have gained in some" respects 
there is the other side of the balance to 
be considered. Here we have lost heavily 
for the passing from active life- of three 
such men as Dr. -J. A. Nicholson, Dr. D. 
A. Murray and Dr. F. C. Harrison leaves 
gaps wiiich only time can fill. 

Thus has beeii the first day of October i^"'^" 
. at McGill lor more than a hundred years 
—a balancing of the gains against the 
losses. And McGill, always slightly 
changing in aspect but never altering in 
spirit, has grown and increased through- 
out the century. - . .

SHOWING THE WAY

Kvcn then the Empire that we are shown la 
one of the vast resources alniosl totally unde- 
veloped. Tho lack of development Is blamed by Dr. 
Leacock on tJte disintegration which was tho Uril- 
ish Imperial rolicy in tho last century. The book 
ii.is been dcclaimca .Tlrcaiiy as iloiiloilns; tlio Krant 
of responsible government to the Dominions which 
begr.\n with Ivord Elgin. Hut It is , not political 
separation which is condemned;";but;. the economic 
disintegration which accompanied it. Why should 
each Dominion and Colony have set up a separate 
nation.ll debt? Why should they have various cur- 
rencies and tariff poIiclc.= ? Why should Knglniul 
hold millions of unemployed and Canad.-i and Aus- 
tralia have land — white man's land — to hold them 
several times over? Dr. Leacock replies that none 
of these economic separations should ever have 
been allowed to develop, and his aim in the book 
is to reunite the Empire on questions of migration, 
tariff, currency and capital. 

The book has been hailed as diree; advice to 
the coming Imperial Conference but it is not a 
mere occasloniJ pamphlet, but an espresison of 
opinion with regard to permanent policy, with 
some !^ugg€5l.ions to be adopted in tlio near fu.ture 
and others to wait. One direct piece of advice 
coming from a professor of political economy of 
all people, E'4Eeests Uiat the conference get away 
from the political theorizing which has wasted 
much of their time so far. "As beside the real 
question of unemployment, povprty and the appre- 
hension of commercial decline and economic fail- 
ure," he says, "thi« su.stalned discussion of 
academic theory li worse than futile and become 
detrimental to politics." 

The economic repairs to be made in the frame- 
work of the Empire are d>;'.us.ïpd under throe rousli 
•itadings. Tariff, Migration and Credit, Currency 
arid Capital. 

Dr. Leacock admits that he treads on ■ con- 
troversial grounds ' when he discusses tariff 
(■■lariges. England must accept a certain ainouiil oC 
or tariff Integiatlon is impossible. 
Granting this overwhelmliif; i.huiiKc in KngllJili 
policy, there is no reason wiiy, a lti% Empire duly, 
above all existing duties could not be created 
Then concessions could be offered to other coun- 
tries by tlie whole Empire and markets secured 
in ret'jrii j:vfti li.l.s would not put thé Empire in 
a position to compete Willi the United .States, but 
tiie standardization of industry which would bu 
made possible probably would. 

The shade of Gibbon Wakefield hovers behind 
tilt j)ropo>:alt ]i;j'Jl- in iiiifsrulion policy, but this is 
a far more liiglily iJ<.v<;loped system than of the 
gystcmfttlc Colonizfci.--. i)v. J.'-a';o< k hhi-h couijiunli 
migrating to Canada bringing willi llicni joblcHH 
men, and these men paying for llieir clothing, nn.l 
transportation by deductions from their Iniliul 
wages. He cautions against filling tho country

"Tho I'Mwnrdlaiis" will bo a best r.cller, or 
nt any rnto a very good sullor, In tho United 
ijtalcs for thoro Is nothing tho Americans dn 
light in more than reading oC a so-callod brilli 
ant nnd dissolute English society which la In such 
great contrast with their own. Eurthcrmorc, lliis 
book win be a bcxL seller, in fact it already is, 
In England, wliero everyone will read cynicaiiy 
of the way in wlilrli their direct anccslora lived 
Ijeforc the war. And lastly tho book will piob 
ably bo a good seller ovorywhcro else because 
tho poor benighted, Ignorant masses will think 
they are getting ii real plcluro ot England and 
will thrill with riglitcous horror and indignation 
at tho dissolute and cxpcnsivô excesses ot Eng- 
lish society, rcrhaps it will oven find a ready 
sale amont: Socialists, Communists and other He- 
formers, good nnd bad, who will quote passages 
from it supporting their view against the aboli- 
tion of society. All of whlcli is a mero preamble 
to saying that as a reprcsentiitive of a book-club 
selection In both America and England "The 
Edwardlans" is singularly depressing. 

The main character of tho story, which Is not 
really a story but a scries of sketches ot almost 
isolated incidenta, is tho Duke ot Chevron wlio 
wants to break away from IJio rut nf society in 
the first chapter and after satiating hini.sclt with 
Its dissolute pleasures flnally»docs so in tho last. 
Meanwhile tho reader is left- with tho impression 
that tho author might have ; saved herself a lot 
of unnecessary work and thought by making liim 
break away from his surroundings in tho second 
chapttr. After all It is rather unfair to the read- 
er wlieii the hero docs the very tiling at llio eiul 
wiiich lie flatly refused to do at tho beRiniilns,-. 

Thero are ot course other cliariiclers in the 
Jjook but though they nro no doubt very well 
drawn Ihcy aro apparently too true to llfo for 
they do not amiise or distract the altonllon but 
rather- mako ono think that this Is rather a 
lollen world after all. There Is, for InstnncCj, 
Aiiqiietil who aiipoars in only tlneo chapters bu( 
who Is transformed Into ii major cliaracter by 
being made a. liroodinK fienlim over llio aetlona <it 
tho hero, lie typifies In ii way llio spirit of free- 
dom and adventure for li» is nil explorer and 
great travollor. But he secma stlft and con- 
strained and allliough ho Is qulto obviously meant 
to bring a breatli of iiatiiraliiesH Into a very artl- 
ncal book ho fails to do so bocauso he la so ut- 
terly arllflcal In iils naUiraliioiiM.
